QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company'or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose o ( fhe ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6. QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8. QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: Whaf is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8</ 2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17- QUESTION: Where can I see the new law?

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requiremeat for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

.r.ess and the world were en¬ 
meshed in a great many 
problems, and their solution 
looked as difficult as do to¬ 
day’s problems.

People owning a lot lying within the “permit 
area” couldn’t build a single-family home on 
their property without securing approval from 
the State— after having gone through the usual 
procedures for securing permits from local plan¬ 
ning agencies. Assuming they received approval 
—and it’s doubtful, the way Proposition No. 20 is 
written, that anybody could— any person could 
challenge the permit in court, without even post¬ 
ing a bond, thus blocking construction for an 
indefinite period of time.

On Proposition 14 


Realtor Chief Charges 
Reagan Misleading People 


The president of the 63.000 
member California Real Es¬ 
tate Association attacked 
Governor Reagan. Speaker 
of the Assembly Bob Mor- 
etti. and USd Chancellor Dr. 
Norman Topping for "deli¬ 
berately misrepresenting the 
effect of Proposition 14, the 
tax limitation initiative, to 
the people of California.” 

Joseph B. Carnahan of 
Mission Hills charged: “All 
three men are more in¬ 
terested, apparently, in sca¬ 
ring the people away from 
tax reform than in telling 
the truth. They have consis¬ 
tently quoted discredited 
figures from the Post report, 
which the legislative ana¬ 
lyst’s office itself has re¬ 
pudiated, to create a myth¬ 
ical revenue gap. 

“They have waggled the 
ghost of underfunded 
schools.” he declared, 
“knowing Propositi on 14 
does as good a job of fund¬ 
ing as the defeated Regan - 
Moretti bill would have, and 
as the governor’s own pro¬ 
posal, announced October 
10 .” 

Carnahan pointed out that 
the ultimatum Govern o r 
Reagan gave the legislature 
to approve a tax reform in¬ 
itiative for the ballot by 
January 30 "provides the 
same money per pupil 
$828 per day compared to 
$825 in Proposition 14.” 

The governor’s tax initia¬ 
tive, which he threatened to 
qualify himself if the legis¬ 
lature does not act, pro¬ 
vides $955 per pupil in high 
schools and $765 per pupil in 
elementary schools. The rule 
of thumb puts twice as many 
pupils in elementary schools, 
so twice $765, plus $955 to¬ 
tals $2485, which divided by 
three to arrive at an aver¬ 
age, amounts to $S28.

Carnahan quoted an an¬ 
alysis by (he California Tax¬ 
payers Association, which 
had taken no position on 
Proposition 14, as saying the 
measure had as good a 
chance of being in balance 
as the state budget and may 
well create a surplus. 

On the school issue, he 
said Proposition 14 provides 
a funding base from which 
the legislature can work. 
“If some few school dis¬ 
tricts, San Francisco, for in¬ 
stance. need more money, 
the legislature is given the 
authority to raise it — just 
so it isn’t from the property 
tax,” he said.

Some of these pressures are related to a war which 
we have been fighting without imposing wartime condi- 
t ions on ourselves. Some have come from the natural feai 
and antagonism political figures have toward an institu¬ 
tion that consistently oversees their activities and affects 
their careers. Some come from court rulings, such as those 
in the fair-trial free-press realm, when one constitutional 
gauantee clashes with another. 

These are normal, expectable and part c 
ness. If we are alert to them and their cau 
live with them. They are part of the Ameriear 
process. 

More dififcult to understand or to coun 
less direct pressures these and other factor 
These are Ihe pressures — and often the la< 
dence — shown by the people for whom v 
ducing our newspaper. 

After all, we serve the peiple, don’t we? 
are pure. We report the news so 
better informed. We watch the activities of the officials 
ihey elect. We safeguard their freedoms and rally to 
their defense when they face injustice. 

Or do we? 

Seven out of eight high school students, according to one 
survey, think we slant the news, 
among the young, feel that w 
aren’t accurate, aren’t responsible 
when we talk of freedom of the press we are speaking 
of special privileges for ourselves. Many would like to 
see us licensed, regulated, restrained in some way by 
the government. 

The fact is that we really haven’t sold the importance 
of freedom of press to our readers — or maybe we’ve 
oversold it. They know that we have been quick to shout 
and scream about attempts to infringe press freedoms but 
too often have remained silent about other types of free-

The premit area not only 
covers .a 3000-foot strip along 
the coast hut also a much 
larger area (not mentioned 
in the short title) consisting 
of 1000-foot strips surround¬ 
ing all bodies of water em¬ 
ptying into the sea. Since th e 
sea is defined as any body 
of water subject to tidal ac¬ 
tion and therefore extends 
as far inland as Sacramento 
these strips cover practical¬ 
ly all the rivers, streams, 
and creeks and their tribu¬ 
taries, lakes and canals in 
ihe state. 

On this vast “permit” area 
are located a major portion 
of California’s homes and 
industries, all of w h i c h 
would be legally paralyzed 
disruption, unemploym e n t 
by the Initiative. 

The resulting amount ol 
and distress are incalculable 
as is the amount of litiga¬ 
tion it would precipitate. Tn e 
measure is unclear and am¬ 
biguous in many respects. It 
provides that any individual 
can sue to enforce any of its 
provisions. Can the millions 
living and working within 
the permit area wait for the 
courts to interpret it? 

Once passed the Legisla¬ 
ture can only amend it by a 
two-thirds vote. 

I urge a NO vote on this 
insidious and dangerous 
Proposition 20.

me.nt courts, and an analy¬ 
sis of th e characteristics of 
5,000 mentally disordered pa¬ 
tients in every psychiatric 
hospital in the state. 

During the drafting of the 
bill, I received inputs from 
every major organize t i o n 
and hundreds of individuals 
associated with the mental 
health field-. 

These included jud g e s, 
law enforcement agencies, 
medical associations, hos¬ 
pital associations, private 
physicians and psychiatrists, 
county administrators, the 
Attorney General’s Office, 
mentaj health agencies, and 
a host of other professional 
and consumer organizations 
too numerous to mention. 

In its final amended form, 
the L-P-S Act was over- 
welmingly passed by the 
Legislature. You should be 
aware that your own Party’s 
presidential candidate, John 
Schmitz, was chairman cf 
the Conference Committ e t- 
and supported this measure 
because of its strong protec¬ 
tive provisions for the emo¬ 
tionally ill. 

In order to understand the 
.new law and its overwhelm¬ 
ing support in the Legisla¬ 
ture, it is necessary to look 
at California’s previous men¬ 
tal health system. 

For too many years people 
assumed that a mentally 
disturbed individual would 
.not admit to being "sick” 
and would not accept recom¬ 
mended treatment. There¬ 
fore, it was though neces¬ 
sary to contain him so that 
he could 1 not escape troni 
treatment. This was often 
justified on the ground that 
"ihe individual will later 
recognize it was all for his 
own 1 good.” 

I,n our studies we found 
that the average commit¬ 
ment hearing in California 
lasted 4.7 minutes. Imagine 
being sent to a state hospital 
for an indefinite perioi* of 
time (frequently many 
years!, after a cursory 5 
minute court hearing. 

Once committed, the indi¬ 
vidual was stripped of ms 
basic civil rights and In ract 
was subject to 7 more legal 
deprivations than a convict¬ 
ed felon. 

Since July 1, 1969, the er- 
fective date of L-P-S, com¬ 
mitment courts in California 
have been virtually elimtn 
ated. In Us place the Act 
provides for involuntary de¬ 
tention ONLY when n per¬ 
son is a danger to himself 
or others, or gravely dis¬ 
abled, even then lor only 
brief, specifically limited 
periods of time. 

I.n addition, ihe Act con¬ 
tains a bill of rights for pa¬ 
tients including the right to 
an attorney, to make and 


receive unmonitored- phone 
calls, to wear their own 
clothes, to write letters, *u 
see visitors each day, esc. 

It is true that these rignm 
may be denied, but only for 
“good cause” and the rea¬ 
sons for denial must be en¬ 
tered 1 into th e patient’s treat¬ 
ment record for post audit 
purposes. Surely you would 
agree that there would be 
good cause to deny a suici¬ 
dal patient access to razor 
Dlades during the first criti¬ 
cal hours or days of treat¬ 
ment. Surely you would 
agree that the hallucinatory 
patient should not be al¬ 
lowed to misuse the tele¬ 
phone to threaten indivi¬ 
duals while under treat¬ 
ment. These then are excep¬ 
tions that must be placed 
in the law to maintain a 
proper balance between in¬ 
dividual rights and public 
safety. 

You have stated that the 
individual brought in for 
mental health treatment 
does not have a right to a 
jury trial. This is complete¬ 
ly false. Tire individual has 
a constitutanal right to ha- 
beus corpus from the mo¬ 
ment he is brought in for 
treatment. 

You further allege that 
L-P-S in unconstitutional. 
Clearly you have .not done 
your homework as the State 
Supreme Court has already 
ruled favorably on its con¬ 
stitutionality. 

Finally, your comments 
about the increase in gov¬ 
ernment bureaucracy and 
welfare fraud, and my posi¬ 
tion on income tax with¬ 
holding are totally without 
merit. As the current vice 
chairman an-d former chair¬ 
man of the important As¬ 
sembly Ways, and Means- 
Committee, I have been a 


leading advocate of expendi¬ 
ture controls particularly in 
regard to welfare fraud. 

It may interest you to 
know that since March 1, 
1971 when the Governor’s 
Welfare Reform prqpo s a 1 
went into effect we have 
had a decrease in caseload 
of over 200,000 people. This 
means that there were 700,- 
000 fewer people on welfare 
than there would have been 
if caseloads had continued 
at the pre-welfare rerorni 
rate. The total savings rv- 
sultin g from welfare reform 
are approximately $388 mil¬ 
lion. 

Similarly, I have played a 
strong role in 1 controlling the 
size of government. During 
(he past six years the total 
number of state employees 
has remained constant, 
whereas under Gove r n o r 
Brown’s administration the 
•number of state- employees 
was climbing at a rate of 
10 per cent per year. I think 
you .need only to read the 
ballot arguments I auth¬ 
ored against Propositions 15 
and 1* to realize that t am 
fiscally conservative. In au¬ 
dition, I was opposed to in¬ 
come tax wit h h o 1 cl i n g 
throughout my legislative 
career until the State’s cash 
flow problems became .10 
severe that conversion tc 
withholding became neces¬ 
sary to preserve the crerlt 
of the state. Key fiscal ex¬ 
ports including the Legisla¬ 
tive Analyst and the Director 
of the Stale Department of 
Finance testified that with¬ 
out withholding we would 
have bean faced with an un¬ 
avoidable tax increase ot 
several hundred million dol¬ 
lars in spite of the ben- 
tightening budget. 

I hope the above informa¬ 
tion clarifies the numerous 
misunderstandings in your 
letter to me. With this Clari¬ 
fying statement of the facts 
I do not believe that iui - 
ther debate would .serve 
any useful purpose.
